Lower Bucks County municipalities, in their 
tax bills at least, have demonstrated anew that 
there’s more than one way to skin a cat. 


They have found a half dozen different wav's. 
in this case to get the tax dollars out of their resi­ 
dents, though no matter how you look at that an­ 
nual bill ifs all money. 
In this area there are rea 1-estate taxes for 
county, school district and municipality: there are 
occupational taxes: head taxes; personal or per 
capita taxes. The different borough councils and 
township supervisors divide the pie in a myriad of 
ways to balance their budgets. 
Second Lowest 


For instance, a man and wife who own a prop­ 
erty in Morrisville Borough with a market value 
of $10,000 and an assessed valuation of $3,000 will 
end up the year paying $305 70, setx>nd highest in 
Lower Bucks. 
With property of the same value, a man and 
wife in Newtown Borough will pay $305.50, only 20 
cents less. 
Yet the itemised bill will vary sharply. 
In Morrisville the real-estate tax for the borough 
is 21 mills; in Newtown it’s 15. For schools Morris­ 
ville residents pay 62 mills. Newtowners, 51. New­ 
town, however, has a TOO mill borough occupational 
tax and Morrisville none whatsoever; Newtown a 
$30 per capita tax and Morrisville only $10. 


Bristol Tup. Highest 
The highest millage levy on real estate in 
Lower Bucks in the 71 in Bristol Township for 
schools; the lowest is six in Langhorne Manor 
Borough for borough expenses. 


Lowest tax bill for the couple with the $3,000 
assessed-valuation property is in Langhorne Man­ 
or borough again this year, $186.90. Highest is in 
Newtown Township. Last year Newtown Borough 
was highest: this year it’s $27 lower than the 
township. 
The accompanying table shows ail county* 
municipality and school taxes in the 18 munici­ 
palities of Lower Bucks County. They are com­ 
puted on the basis of $3,000 assessed valuation 
of real-estate, $400 assessed occupational valuation 
and a husband and wife (or any two adults) both 
paying the personal, per capita or head taxes.

Denies $568M 


Request Made 


By President 


WASHINGTON (UPI) * 
The House Appropriations 
Committee today dropped 
a blockbuster on President 
Kennedy's fallout ahelter 
program. It not only denied 
the $568 million he asked 
for mass shelter construc­ 
tion, but also recommend­ 
ed withdrawal of limited 
funds previously allowed 
for this purpose. 
At the same time it wrote into 
an $11.5 billion appropriation for 
assorted government functions a 
flat ban on federal shelter con­ 
struction in public buildings or 
elsewhere "unless the specific 
projects have been authorized" 
by 
appropriate committees of 
Congress 
The action apparently dealt the 
coup de grace to a shelter pro­ 
gram which Kennedy, in the af­ 
termath of last year’s Berlin 
crisis, said was urgent but which 
Congress has not liked much 
from the start. 
"The committee believes that 
before the nation embarks on an 
extensive fallout shelter construc­ 
tion program involving billions of 
dollars, more study and research 
should be applied to the vast and 
complex problems involved," the 
committee advised the House in 
report written by Rep. Albert 
Thomas, D-Tex., chairman of a 
subcommittee that considered the 
civil defense request 
In line with this suggestion the 
committee allowed $10 million for 
"further research" in the shelter 
field. It also approved $65 mil­ 
lion of the $126 million requested 
by the Office of Civil Defense for 
its non-shelter functions, includ­ 
ing warning, stockpile, communi­ 
cations, training and other work.

That is "hat prompted me to 
call the U.S. Weather Bureau 
in Trenton and find out what's 
going on with these thermome 
ters. (hie day we have a record 
and our Quaker City neighbors 
don’t. The next day or two it’s 
just reversed 
What's the reason? It seems 
to amount to height. 
Talking to Don Dunlap, me­ 
teorologist in the Trenton bu­ 
reau, I found that temperature 
readings for this area are taken 
atop the U S. Federal Building 
located on E. State St, Phila­ 
delphia readings are taken from 
a point 
six feet 
above 
the 
ground at International Airport. 


"The lower you’re recording 
temperatures, the colder they*ll 
br," Dunlap explained. "I ima­ 
gine farmers in the area hod 
cowier temperatures than the 
55 degree* we recorded this 
morning." iv added. 


Dunlap explained that six feet 
above ground is tile standard 
level by which the U.S. Weather 
Bureau records temperatures. 
"But when you’re in a down­ 
town area and have no grass 
around," Dunlap added, "you 
just have to go up on the roof 
of a building.'* 
For the records, Philadelphia 
had a low this morning (rf 55 
degrees — the lowest for a July 
27, breaking the old mark of 57 
registered in 1920. 
For Trenton, the 55 degrees 
around 3 a m. wasn’t a record 
for July 27. The Trenton bureau 
recorded 53 degrees on July 27, 
19%. 
At least both Trenton and 
Philadelphia had a cold day 42 
years ago. 
There are about 350 weather 


stations throughout the country. 
And about 150 of them In the 
East-Central portion of the Unit­ 
ed States probably came up 
with record lows this morning. 
Pittsburgh had a record 51 de­ 
grees. And Phillipsburg, Pa., 
had 47 degrees. 
Whether it was Philadelphia, 
Pittsburgh, Trenton or Timbuk­ 
tu. the weather this morning 
was COLD. But it sure was 
nice for .sleeping. 
And who 
cares about records anyway? 


Did you ever try swimming 
50 miles? 
I haven't and I don’t think 
I ever will. But there s a 15- 
year-old girl in Croydon who's 
trying it and she s already half 
way there. 
Mary Beth Mehalek of 730

But unlike other relatively 
harmless activities, such as tele­ 
phone boothstuffing, "Glue inhala 
tion appears to carry with it I 
potential for significant detriment 
to the child’s physical and emo­ 
tional health." 
The doctors, associated with the 
adolescent clinic of the University 
of Colorado Medical Center, said 
the practice is "symptomatic of 
social illness" and appears to be 
“closely 
associated with other 
forms of juvenile social behav 
IOT " 
"That it can lead the young per 
son to more serious and lasting 
forms of misbehavior such as al­ 
coholism, 
drug 
addiction, 
and 
criminal activity is implicit in 
the nature of the practice," they 
said. 
No Documented Evidence 
The doctors saki there has been 
no documented evidence of ser­ 
ious physical harm. But the sol­ 
vents contained in the glues, they 
added, could lie harmful to organ 
systems such -as the liver, kid­ 
neys. brain and bone marrows. 
Among unconfirmed accounts of 
serious effects are reports of men- 
tai deterioration, acute liver dam- 
age and death following kidney 
failure. 
Drs, 
Glaser and Massengale 
have started a study of children 
in the habit of glue-sniffing in 
an effort to determine possible 
organic effects. 
The physicians said legislation 
has been suggested as a means of 
preventing the sales of these ce­ 
ments, and certain manufactur­ 
ers have experimented with the 
idea of giving the cement an un 
pleasant odor. 
The doctors hope glue sniffing 
will become a thing of the past, 
with public awareness of its ser 
lousness resulting in its ultimate 
control.

Falls Manager 


A 12-acre landfill in Falls Town­ 
ship will go into use around mid- 
August, Robert F. Erwin, town­ 
ship manager, said this morning. 
The new site is located south 
of the Pennsylvania Railroad, and 
extends along Lower Morrisville 
Road to the canal, and near Cur­ 
tis Lake. 
Erwin said that the old land­ 
fill sit© project is nearly com­ 
pleted and will undergo an ex­ 
tensive landscape operation. The 
old site, he said that is located 
at Old Route 13 and Tyburn Road, 
will soon be available for indus­ 
trial or commercial use. The land 
is owned by Chester Dalgewicz, 
Yardley. 
Combustibles 
A resolution controlling the dis­ 
posal of refuse and other com­ 
bustible matters on the new tract 
was adopted recently by the Falls 
Township Board of Supervisors. 
The resolution states: "All ex­ 
posed surfaces shall be entirely 
covered at the end of each day’s 
operation with not less than six 
inches of earth." Final covering 
of the landfill will be 24 inches 
in depth. 
Refuse hauled within the town. 
ship will be in authorized vehi 
des between 8 a rn. and 6 p m 
the resolution states, and the ve­ 
hicles must be enclosed or ade­ 
quately covered. 
No washers, refrigerators, ex 
plosives or other non-compact i 
hie items shall be deposited in 
the landfill. 
Landscaping 
The landfill will be properly 
landscaped as the operation pro­ 
gresses with attractive planting 
of grass, flowers and trees, and 
proper drainage will be required. 
it wag specified. 
Fire prevention and measures 
to curb rodent or mosquito popu­ 
lation at the landfill are listed 
in the resolution. 
Operators of the landfill will 
be required to provide bondage 
and proper landfill equipment. 
Operators from the City of Tren- 
ton will he taxed $3,000 annually 
for the privilege of dumping re­ 
fuse >n the landfill from indus­ 
trial firms in Trenton, plus $1 
per load. 
Erwin said that the land is 
currently "unusable" and upon 
completion of this project it will 
he available for use as an indus­ 
trial or commercial site.

ALGIERS (UPD - The van­ 
guard of Ahmed Ben Bella's sup­ 
porters sought to enter Algiers 
today — a move that could touch 
off civil war or bring a dramatic 
end to the political power strug­ 
gle of newly independent Algeria. 
Mohammed Khider. one of the 
seven men named to Ben Bella's 
political bureau designed to run 
Algeria until an elected authority 
takes over, said Thursday night 
he would arrive in the city about 
midday from Oran. 
lf there is no violent reaction 
from supporters of Provisional 
Government 
Premier 
Ben 
Youssef Ben Khedda. Ben Bella 
himself is expected to follow with­ 
in 48 hours. 
In effect this would extend Ben 
Bella's already considerable in­ 
fluence to almost all of Algeria 
but the Kabylie Mountain area 
stronghold of the Berber tribes­ 
men. 
Two of the most fervent revolu­ 
tionaries and enemies of Ben Bel­ 
la proclaimed their readiness to 
fight. 
GPRA Vice Premiers Beikacem 
Krim and Mohammed Boudiif 
traveled from their headquarters 
at Tizi Ouzou — 55 miles east of 
Algiers — to Bougie Thursday to 
whip up support for their cause 
among the Berber tribesmen of 
Kabylia’s willaya (military zone* 
three. 
The French government, fear­ 
ing for the lives (rf some 650.000 
Europeans still in Algeria, was 
rushing plans to regroup them 
into defended areas if civil war 
should erupt. 
A massive air and sea removal 
would be put into effect to take 
the Europeans back to France, 
placing a further burden on the 
French economy and practically 
destroying the Algerian economy. 
France still has 300,000 soldiers 
in Algeria. They now are con­ 
fined to bases and barracks but 
could be moved out instantly to 
protect the Europeans.
